OAKWOOD  BOARD  OF  EDUCATION 

The  Oakwood  school  system  could  never  have  reached  its  present  high  rank  in 
the  state  and  nation  if  it  had  not  been  directed  by  a  board  of  education  composed 
of  men  and  women  of  high  character  and  ability,  of  broad-mindedness,  of  active 
interest  and  attention,  and  of  willing  public  service.  Mr.  Edwin  D.  Smith,  President 
of  the  Board,  has  served  for  fifteen  years.  The  other  members  have  been  elected 
more  recently.  Mr.  Frederick  W.  Heckert,  Vice-President  of  the  Board,  was  elected 
in  August  of  1933.  Other  members  are  Mr.  Horace  Gray,  who  has  served  for 
nearly  four  years;  Mrs.  Mary  (Horace  M.I  Huffman,  who  took  office  in  September, 
1935;  and  Mr.  Alfred  Swift  Frank,  elected  in  March,  1937,  to  fill  the  vacancy  caused 
by  the  resignation  of  Mr.  O.  B.  Reemelin,  who  had  served  for  six  years.  Mr.  R.  A. 
Parker  takes  care  of  the  financial  business  in  the  capacity  of  clerk-treasurer.  The 
members  are  elected  for  a  term  of  four  years  by  the  citizens  of  Oakwood.  Any 
vacancies  are  filled  by  a  board  election. 

The  highest  type  of  school  service  possible  is  rendered  by  the  members  of  the 
Board  of  Education,  because  there  is  no  financial  remuneration  and  their  work  is  done 
entirely  in  the  interest  of  the  youth  of  the  community.  The  members  have  always 
worked  unitedly  and  without  dissension  in  accomplishing  their  purpose.  Oakwood  has 
been  fortunate  in  having  a  Board  of  Education  whose  whole  purpose  has  been  to  make 
the  Oakwood  schools  the  very  best. 

Superintendent  A.  E.  Claggett  also  deserves  a  great  deal  of  credit  for  his  work 
in  carrying  out  the  plans  of  the  Board,  striving  always  toward  the  greatest  possible 
development  of  the  intellectual,  physical,  spiritual,  and  artistic  abilities  of  Oakwood 
pupils.
